The Student Government Association 
has released a report to the student body 
detailing the use of its 1976-1977 budget 
of $102,000.

—A consultation with Russian Chess Mas- 
ter Boris Spassky for members of the chess 
club. ‘“‘The real expense involved here,”’ 
Gamble said, “‘wasn’t sending them all off 
to the Soviet Union, it was what we had 
to pay the Russian government to let them 
out again.” 


- Enforce Stricter 


Gamble said some of the remaining 
money went to the purchase of equipment 
for various student organizations. Among 
the purchases were a refrigerator, ice ma- 
chine and a microwave oven for the staff 
of WSSC. ‘“These were necessary , Gamble 
said, ‘‘for the times when the staff enter- 
tains visiting recording artists.’’ She said 
that so far no recording artist has accepted 
their invitation to the basement of Mano- 
kin Hall but if one ever does, they’re 
ready. 


Campus Security | 


Due to the recent incident involving 
a showering student and a drug-crazed 
Fruitland citizen, campus security will pa- 
trol the dormitories more frequently than 
usual (at least twice each semester per 
dorm).

Begin Rotation 
Parking System 
Next Semester 


The College Traffic and Safety Com- 
mittee has announced its new parking 
regulations for next year amidst a mixture 
of praise and condemnation. One faculty 
member said, “‘Finally we will have a park- 
ing system that is fair to everybody.’ But 
a highly reliable student said, “I don’t 
know. I'll have to see it in use.” 

After long deliberation the committee 
opted to adopt a simple system with strict 
enforcement. The system will operate as 
follows: 

Faculty members and staff will park in 
the Blackwell Library lot on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays except when it 
is raining. On rainy days, Tuesdays and 
Thursdays they will go to the. Caruthers 
Hall lot. This will leave the Blackwell lot 
open for commuters on those days. Resi- 
dents will still park in the Devilbiss Hall 
lot. 

This rule will be in effect for the first 
two hours and fifteen minutes of the aca- 
demic year (8 a.m. - 10:15 a.m.). At that 
time everyone will go to their cars and 
move them one parking lot clockwise. For 
example, resident students in the Devilbiss 
lot will move to the Blackwell Library lot. 
Whoever is in the Blackwell lot (depend- 
ing on the day and/or weather) will move 
to the Caruthers lot, and whoever is in 
the Caruthers lot will simultaneously 
move to the now empty Devilbiss lot. 

Due to the condition of the Allenwood 
Property lot, only four-wheel drive vehi- 
cles will be permitted there. 

The rotation system will continue at 
two hour and 15 minute intervals for the 
entire semester. One exception to the rules 
is that on Eastern Orthodox holidays all 
parking regulations will be suspended. 

Traffic and Safety Committee member 
Mrs. Beardsley said, ‘This is the only sys- 
tem we could find that treats everyone on 
campus fairly and equally. Everyone gets 
their shot at the good lots.”’ 

Commenting on the new*’system, SSC 
President Mormon Clawfoot said, ‘‘Huh?”’ 

The committee also decided that the 
towing of: violator’s cars has not proved 
to be very effective. For this reason the 
committee has opted for a stricter penalty 
for people who park in the wrong lots. 
Committee chairman, Mr. Johnny Corn, 
talking about what measures would be 
taken against such violators said, ‘‘Capital 
punishment, of course.”

Physical Activities Center will be demol- 
ished. 

J. Roland Blastfield & Sons, the main 


contractors for the $4.7 million building, 


announced at a press conference today 
that a recent Senate Subcommittee has 
audited the firm’s books and found an 
unexplained shortage of $.10.

Next Semester 


And sport fans, beware! The sport of 
alligator wrestling is coming to Salisbury 
State College in the fall. Alligator wres- 
tling was first introduced to SSC on the 
weekend of March 25 when team members 
from the University of South Florida gave 
a demonstration of the sport in the swim- 
ming pool of the new Physical Activities 
Center. 

Members of the Physical Education 
Department viewed this demonstration 
and decided to bring ‘gator wrestling, as 
they call it down south, to SSC. Fred 
Thompson, assistant coach of .the South 
Florida ‘gator team will be coaching here 
at Salisbury in the Fall. 

The team will consist of eight wrestlers. 
Since it is a co-ed sport, four men and 
four women are desired. Weight classes 
are not required as in human wrestling. 
The only major requirement is being able 
to hold your breath for one and a half 
minutes minimum. 

Rules for ‘gator wrestling will be the 
same as in human wrestling. SSC’s eight 
participants will participate against an op- 
posing college. There will be three periods 
of two minutes. Points will be given for 
the holds and reversals used.
